ACTIVE JAPANESE VOLCANO. 


FOREIGN COLONIES MENACED. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

VICTORIA, March 6-—(Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The little foreign colony 
first established by missionaries as a 
place of summer residence at the base 
and on the slopes of Asamas-Siashua 
seventy miles from Yokohama, was, 
when the steamship Empress of India 
left that port, threatened with extinc- 
tion by a volcanic eruption, in the 
fear of which the natives had de- 
serted the locality. 

Weeks before the eruption was pres- 
aged by earthquakes, rumblings and 
showers of ashes, covering the ground 
to a depth of two inches during an en- 
tire month, although it was not until 
February 22 that the primary explosion 
actually occurred, and the lava began 
streaming down the mountain side. 
Two young Englishmen, hunting on the 
volcano side, were caught by the burn- 
ing flood and perished, while three 
others lived only long enough to reach 
the base. 

The telegraph and telephone wires to 
the white colony im the vicinity of Karui- 
zawa had been leveled at the time of 
the Empress’s departure, and the grav- 
est anxiety was expressed as to the 
fate of the people.

Such a 
point would mark the limit of cold 
and a body at that temperature would 
possess no heat at all. This point, for 
obvious reasons, is known as the “ab- 
solute zero.” Its value is determined, 
by means of the relation between ex- 
pansion of gases and temperature, to 
lie between 273 deg. and 274 deg. below 
the zero of the centigrade ecale. Log- 
ically, all temperatures should be reck- 
oned from that point, as, indeed, for 
many practical purposes, they are.
